There is more to the precipitate shutdown of 
Ohio's Central State University than came out 
in news of a campus riot that threatened to get 
out of hand. 
But unless the Board of Regents, which has 
responsibility for this tax-supported institution, 
provides all the background, Negro students 
who have been sent home with instructions not 
(o think about returning until after Thanksgiv­ 
ing, if then, have every reason to wonder why 
their college should have been considered po­ 
tentially dangerous enough to warrant the pres­ 
ence of the National Guard when campus un­ 
rest broke out. 
If this is justifiable for most by Negro Cen­ 
tral State College — and it may have been — 
it might he justifiable for any institution of 
learning whose sense of order is threatened by 
homegrown or imported agitators. 


As the first sign of disorder, everything 
would be shut down tight.

There is no means of preventing an individu­ 
al or a group of people from placing repeated 
calls which distort the final tabulation. 
Stations also do not announce the total num­ 
ber of votes cast, only the percentage of Yes 
and No calls recorded The viewer has no way 
of getting a true perspective of the response 
when he is told the breakdown is 75 per cent to 
25 per cent but not whether four or 4.000 votes 
were registered. 
The desire to give viewers an idea of public 
sentiment on important questions is commend­ 
able, but it is self-defeating when the process 
carries a built-in doubt of the veracity of the 
conclusion.

Ending The War 


The Vietnam War bas been getting attention 
from the American people not Just because it 
costs billions of dollars, but because of the loss 
in human lives now and the possibility of an 
unprecedented number of casualties if World 
War III is precipitated 
Sacrifices already made are little realized 
throughout America. Up to the end of 1965. 1.- 
636 Americans were killed in action in Viet­ 
nam 
In 1966 . 5.008 additional lives wpre Inst, and 
7.800 were listed as killed in 1967 up to Nov. 4. 
Battle deaths in the Vietnam War total more 
than 14.000. 
Approximately 91.000 have been wounded 
since 1961, but more than half—namely, 53.400 
—were wounded in 1967, 
All are these sacrifices to be of no avail? 
This is the issue facing the President and his 
advisers. The argument made by critics of 
the war is that the casualties would be ended 
if the war were stopped 
Undoubtedly, with­ 
drawal from Vietnam is looked upon by many 
people as a simple way to terminate the losses. 
It is assumed that once the United States 
halts the bombing the other side would enter 
peace negotiations. 
But the Hanoi government has made it clear 
it not only wishes the bombing attacks to 
cease, but wants American forces completely 
withdrawn from Vietnam. 


IN EFFECT, the United States would have 
fought a futile war. Whatever principles were 
espoused in behalf of the “self-determination of 
peoples” would be forsaken if, as some of the 
antiwar 
critics 
suggest, the 
United 
States 
pulled its forces back into the Pacific and took 
up an observation post there. 
Most significant fact about the Vietnam War, 
however, is the news coming out of Moscow. In 
a United Press International dispatch Nov. 13, 
it was stated: 
“Two Kremlin leaders said today the Soviet 
Union supplies 80 to 85 per cent of all aid cur­ 
rently 
flowing 
into 
North 
Vietnam 
from 
abroad. 
“Communist party politburo member Mikhail 
Suslov and Secretary Boris Ponomarev said 
this aid will continue and increase despite the 
problems of land shipments across China. 
“The comments by Suslov and Ponomarev 
were reported by Koichi Yamamoto, general 
secretary of the Japanese Socialist party, whip 
talked with the two Soviets for 90 minutes.” 
No specific figure was mentioned to the Jap­ 
anese Spokesmen on the cost of the aid, but 
“high Pentagon sources” have been quoted as 
saying that Moscow was spending $5 billion 
yearly on the Vietnam War. 
So the problem is not simply a matter of 
withdrawing from Vietnam and ending the 
war The question is what the effect would be 
on both Red China and the Soviet Union if the 
United States pulled out? Would such a move 
be construed as an appeasement, just as hap­ 
pened prior to the outbreak of World War II? 
The problem, doesn't involve Vietnam alone. 
It concerns the future relations of the United 
States with the Soviet Union as well as with 
Red China. 
Not enough atttention has been given to the 
need for a formula that will bring Moscow and 
Peking to the peace table, either by a special 
conference called for the purpose or one that 
could be invoked by action of the United Na­ 
tions General Assembly. 


WHEN THE WORD “peace” Is mentioned In 
connection with Vietnam, it should mean a 
peace participated in by both the Soviet Union 
and Red China. 
The United States for years has had an am­ 
bassador at Warsaw conferring with an envoy 
from Red China. 
While these meetings have not made much 
progress, a precedent has been established for 
contact with the Peking government Certainly 
if the United Nations called ton the Soviet Un­ 
ion. Red China and the United States to join in 
peace talks, there would be a far better oppor­ 
tunity to end the Vietnam War than bv relying 
on the Hanoi government to come forward with 
a constructive plan. 
Unless the questions at Issue between the 
United States and the two big Communist na­ 
tions are resolved, the American government 
will find itself committed to a continuance of 
the war in Vietnam in order that tho sacrifices 
already made there shall not have been made 
in vain.

The peddler claims to be 
Francis Willard Keith, 81, bom 
in Webb City, Mo. Valdes said a 
thuntoprint of the man in custo­ 
dy matches a print of a Mr. 
Keith who arrived in Panama 
May 14,1942, three years briore 
Mueller disappeared in Berlin 
at the end of World War II. 
Valdes said it also matches a 
thumbprint of a Francis W. 
Keith who worked in the Pana­ 
ma Canal Zone for six morihs 
in 1942. The investigator said 


the peddler’s identity as Keith 
was ftorther estitoUahed hy his 
diary and by the testimony of a 
Panama C^y family witii whom 
he lived for many years. 
Rumors of Naris wanted tor 
war crimes being found in Latin 
Amo'ica are frequent, but Mar­ 
tin Borm«ui is usually the man 
rqxrted found. He was Hitier’s 
deixity fuehrer at the end of the 
war and beads the list of wanted 
Nazis. The capture of Adolf 
Eichmaim in A i^ tin a in 1980 
put new life into the seaitto for 
the missing men. 
Simon Wiesenthal, w h o s e 
Jewish Docummtatkm C«iter in 
Gienna helped trad; down Eich- 
marai, said of the man held in 
Panama: “I « n afraid they got 
the wrong man. As far as we 
know, Mueller never was in 
Panama, but has been Hving In 
South America recently.” Wie­ 
senthal said he had not been in­ 
volved in the investigation of 
the present suspect. 
Mueller last was confirmed 
aKve in Hitler’s Berlin bunker 
in 1945. Many Germans believe 
him dead. 
Identification of anyone as 
Mueller is hampered by the fact 
that there are no fing«T)rints of 
him available. West German of­ 
ficials said.

If they successfully complete 
the projected one-year planning 
process, they will share in $300 
million which Congress recently 
voted for supplemental grants 
and extra urban renewal funds 
earmarked for the program. 
The action will focus on an ac­ 
tual neighborhood program in 
each participating city. It will 
be the first use of all known 
means — public and private—to 
make a blighted section of each 
city a pleasant place to live. 
The model cities program is 
designed to help cities rehabili 
tate slum areas, build urban re­ 
newal projects and finance fu­ 
ture planning. 
Under it, cities will receive 
special supplemental federal aid 
in carrying out plans for social, 
physical and economic improve­ 
ment 
in 
specified 
neighbor­ 
hoods. These programs will in­ 
volve federal, state and local 
activities as well as private ef­ 
forts.
